“In the morning, Mkewise, three regl- 
ments, advancing together, attacked the 
position recently captured by us near 
the Ailly Wood, particularly that part 
to the cast of the wood and the open 
ground of the ridge to the southwest, 
By this attack they succeeded In gaining, 
®& foothold in* our first line, but a« 
counter-attack enabled us almost ims, 
mediately to re-oceupy half of the 
ridge. We haye maintained ourselves 
there, and toward the end of the day 
Wwe deliverea a second counter-attack, 
the result of which is not yet known, 
“In the Montmare evood gsined & 
cbaracteriatic success in tying two 
linea of German trenches to the east of 
the positions previously captured by us 
near the road from Filirey to Hasey, 
We immediately joined these trenches 
to our own lines and we strengthened 
ourselves there. 

“Three counter-attacks were directed 
against us during the day, but these

Germans Still Use Asphyxiat- 
ing Gases, but to Small Pur- 
pose—Official Eye-Witness 
Sums Up Situation, 


LONDON, May 56.—The British off- 
cial eye-witness, in a long account of 
the engagements of the last few days 


bave made continual advances east of 
the Yser Canal, south of Pilkem, the 
result of which was to remove the 
Wedge occupied by the Germans in the 
French Hne between the canal and the 
Ypres-Langemarck road, a gain of 
More than 1,000. yards. During these 


‘| advances @ large number of German 


brisoners were taken. 

While the French continued their ad- 
vance in this section, it is asserted that 
the Germans attacked the British south 
of Nevve Chapelle and at Hill 60, in 
both cases using gases. In the latter 
attacks, however, owing to a change in 
the wind, the fumes were blown back 
towards the Germans, who are said to 
have suffered, as no attempt to advance 
was made by them. Similar tactics are 
said to have been adopted by the Ger- 
mans in their attack north of Ypres 
last Sunday. 


@uffocating Vapor 

“About 6 o'clock in the evening,” 
the eye-witness says, “a dense cloud of 
suffocating vapors was launched from 
thelr trenches along the whole front 
held by the French’ right and by our 
left froni the Ypres-Langemarck road 
to a considerable distance east of St. 
Julien. The fumes did not carry much 
beyond our front trenches, but these 
were to a great extent rendered unten- 
able and a retirement from them was 
ordered, 

“No sooner had this started than the 
enemy opened a violent bombardment 
with asphyxtating hells and shrapnel 
on our trenches and on our infantry as 
they were withdrawing. Meanwhile our 
guns had not been Jdle.. From a distance, 
perhaps owing to some peculiarity of 
the light, the gas on this occasion 
looked like a great reddish cloud, and 
the moment. it was seen. aur batteries 
poured a continuous fire on the German 
trenches, 

Curious situations then arose  be- 
tween ug and the enemy in the poison 
belt, the upper part shredding into thin 
Wreaths of vapor as it was shaken by 
the wind and the lower and denser part 
sinking into all inequalities for a 
moment, but it only settled down again 
as thickly as before. 


Buemy Loses Meavily 


“Nevertheless, the German infantry 
faced it, and they faced a hall of shrap- 
nel as well. In some cases where the 
gas had not reached dur Mne~our troops 
held firm and shot through the cloud 
at the advancing Germans. In -other 
cases men holding the front line 
managed to move to the flank, where 
they were more or less beyond the af- 
fected area. Here they waited until 
the enemy came on, and then bayoneted 
them when they reached our trenches. 

“On the extreme left our supports 
waited until the wall of vapor reached 
our trenches, when they charged 
through it and met the advancing Ger- 
mans with the bayonet as they swarmed 
over the parapets, 

“Bouth of 8t. Julien the denseness of 
the vapor compelled us to evacuate 
trenches, but reinforcementy arrived 
who charged the enemy before they 
could establish themselves. In every 
case the assaulte failed completely. 
Large uvmbers were mowed Gown by 
our artillery. Men were seen falling 
in heaps, and others scattered and be- 
gan running back to thelr own lines. 
Many who reached the gas cloud could 
not make their way through it, and 
in all probability a grear’ number of 
the wounded perished from the fumes. 

“Farther to the East a similar at- 
tack was made about 7 p.m. whieh 
seems to have been attendea with even 
less suecess, and the assaulting in- 
fantry wae at once beaten oack by our 
artillery fre, 

“It waa not long before all our 
trenches were re-occupled and the whole 
line re-established in its original post- 
tion, The attackk on the Vrench met 
with the #ame result, 


Feat of British Infantry 


“A great deal has peen said of the 
troopa on the left which saved the 
situation on April 22-24%, oul the ser- 
vices rendered by the British infantry 
farther cast were no less remarkable. 
The afea to the north and east of 
Zonnebeke, representing a narrow horn 
of the eallent, formed a kind of bas- 
tion. Throughout the fighting this gar- 
rison held firm under a raking artillery 
fire from all sides, and under repeated 
aeagulte,.which were delilvered with so 
wiieh determination that ih enemy 
more cifin once reached cur trenches 
before they were beaten back. 

“Not only was this «0, but while 
our men in this quarter were engaged 
in reppiling attacks In front they knew 
one time that the troops on their 
left were falling back, The test was 
as hard any soldiers can be asked 
to endure.” 

The eyewitness then relates Incidents 
showing the steadiness of the Indian 
troops, Who, he says, advanced under a 
murderous fire, thelr war cry swelling 
louder and louder above the din. 

“Prisonets captured in the recent 
fighting,” the narrative continues, 
“sinted that one German corps lost 86 


that many of their own mer had euf- 
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“There is no reason Why we should 
ret expdct similar tectica in the fu- 
ture, They do not meen that the Al- 
jies have lost the initiative in the West- 
ern theatre, nor that they are likely to 
lose it. They do mean. however, and 
the fact has been repeatedly pointed 
out, that the enemy's offensive is an 
extensive one; that his confidence 1s 
still unshaken; and that he still is’ able 
to strike in some strength where he secs 
the chance or where local advantage can 
Ne secured 

“The true idea of the meaning of the 
operations of the Allies can’ be gained 
only by bearing in mind that It 1s 
thelr primary object to bring about the 
exhaustion of the enemy's resources in 
men. 

“The ektent of the grovnd covered by 
either side, as measured on the map, 
ig usually a minor matter, though the 
possession of certain points may, for 
tactical reasons, be of  cousidegable 
nilitary importance. Progress, there- 
fore, as a rule, may be judged by the 
drain caused to the enemy's strength, 
and not by the extent of ground won 
or lost. 


Really Signs of Weakness 


“In the form now assumed by this 
struggle—a war of attrition—the Ger- 
mens are bound ultimately to jose, and 
it is the consciousness of this fact 
that inspires their present policy, This 
is to achieve early as possible some 
success of sufficient magnitude to in- 
fluence the neutfals, to discourage the 
Allies, to make them weary of the 
struggle, and to induce the belief among 
people ignorant of war that nothing has 
been gained by the past efforts of the 
Allles because the Germans have not 
yet been driven back. It is being under- 
taken with @ political rather than a 
@trategical object. 

“It is to that extent, from a military 
standpoint, a sign of weakness, An- 
“her sign of weakness is the adoption 
of illegal methods of fighting, such as 
spreading poisonous gas, It i# a con- 
Tession by the Germans that they have 
lost their former great superiority in 
artillery, and are, at any cost, seeking 
snother technical advantage over their 
enemy as a substitute, 

“Nevertheions, this spirit. this Geter 
mination on the part of our enemies t4 
stick at nothing must not be under 
estimated. Though it may not pay the 
Germans ib the long run, it renders it 
all the more obvious that they are a 
fer that’ can be overcome only by the 
force of overwhelming numbers of men 
anc guns.” 


MAY RETALIATE 
FOR. USE OF GAS 


Allies’ Considering Matter of 
Countering on Enemy With 
Similar Devices — French 
‘is Effective Weapons. 


LONDON, May 5.—The Daily Chron- 
lcle says: 

“We understand the question of the 
advisability of retaliating on the Ger- 
mans for the use of poisonous gases in 
battle was considered at yesterday's 
cabinet council.” 

French Mave Bective Device 

WITH THE FRENCH ARMY, CHA- 
LONS-SUR-MARNE, May 5.—The Ger- 
mans succeeded a few days ago in scor- 
ing to acértain extent by the use of as- 
Phyxiating bombs. The French have 
not been long in finding a reply to 
these Weapons. If the Germans mean 
to use poisonous gases in warfare the 
French are ready to retaliate with a 
Weapon which should prove very effec- 
tive, though it in mo way contravenes 
the rules accepted by civilized nations. 
This consists of a hand grenade filled 
with certain chemicals, which, when re- 
leased, produce a gas that has mo dead- 
ly effects, but is powerful enough to 
paralyze men breathing {t for several 
minutes, . 

As an experiment, two of these gren- 
adea were thrown Into a narrowelane 
between two walls that may be fairly 
taken to represent a trench. When the 
gases had been released a company of 
infantry were ordered to advance up 
the lane, When the fret ranks came 
within the zone of the fumes 


. fighting thelr way through the 
men behind them, absolutely blinded by 
the tears running down their cheeks. 
The smell of the fumes te not unplea- 
sant. They produse such 4 violent 
smarting of the eyes and nose that it 


These bombs have not fet been used, 
and will only be employed If the Ger- 
mans make use of any further asphyxl- 
ating gases. . '

Attacks Launched Against 
French and British Positions, 
Under Cover of Poisonous 
Gas, Repulsed With Léss. 


NORTHERN FRANCE, May 4, via 
London, May & — Two attecks by 
Germans ‘Jaunched against the Al- 
lies on Sunday night, one against the 
French on the Yeer Canal, the other 
against the British, north of Ypres, in 
the neighborhood of St. Julien, ended 
in failure. In each case the Germans 
employed asphyziating gasea from 
Projecting tubes in their trenches and 
some thrown by exploding bom¥s into 
the trenches of the Allies, In cach 
case this device failed achieve its 
object. The Germans wefe subjected to 
severest punishment, 

The attack on the French lines near 
Steenatraate, at the Yeer Canel, where 
the Germans still hold a bridge head 
and have established a strongly forti- 
fied position to defend it. When the 
assault began there was a gentle north- 
east wind blowing, did the Germans 
confidently expected the polsonous gas 
to roll over the French lines with dead- 
ly effect. ‘ Under cover of a dense yel- 
low vapor they advanced in massed 
Tanks to attack, but the: wind freshened 


and dissipated the smoke and the Ger- | 


mans were freely exposed to view. 

The French were quite ready, and 
fifteen machine guns opened up on the 
advancing masses. The first ranks were 
mowed down like wheat under a scythe. 
The advance was arrested and the 
Germans broke and filed. Shrapnel, 
maehine gun and rifle fire did terrible 
execution. The Germans left 2.000 
dead and dying on the field. 

The attack on the British near St. 
Julien was equally disastrous for the 
attackers. Here, too, asphyzxtating 
gases failed and the Germans were 
driven back with heavy losses. 

There is every indication that the 
battle, perhaps the final phase of the 
sthuggle for the coast, is not far off. 
The Germans are still determined to 
Teach the coast and are preparing 
another attack on Ypres and the canal. 


WEST GALICIAN 
BATTLE RAGING 


Russians Report Checking En- 
emy at Second Line of For- 
tifications ‘on Dunajec River 
—Germans Claim Victory, 


PETROGRAD, May §+4The following 
official tommunication was issued by 
the Russian’ War Office tonight: 

“An ‘enemy ,crulser and other small 
enemy warships were sighted off Libau 
today. , 

“In the region of Rossony (Kovno) 
Province we are successfully advanc- 
ing> On the other fronts as far the 
Upper Vistula there is no chan, 

“In Galicia the fighting between the 
Vistula and the Carpathians is develop- 
ing with unvarying stubbornne: The 
Germans have brought up to the fight- 
ing Mne fresh forces of great strength, 
supported by very mumerous artillery. 
The enemy, following his old tac#ics of 
attacking In massed formation, is suf- 
fering enormous losses. 

“Some of our units feli back to the 
second line of fortifications after des- 
perate fighting. During the night of 
May 2-3 In the direction of Stry the 
enemy recaptured part of the trenches 
on Mount Makuvka. The following 
night we counter-attacked and dislodged 
the gnemy. We captured here over 
1,200 prisoners, Including 20 officers, 

“In the region of Angelow, on the 
Upper Tomnitza, the enemy on May & 
mag 3 offensive on a” somewhat 


extensiv@#front, but the movement was 
barren results.” 

The oMcial report iseued by the War 
Office today sta that Austro-Germans 
in the Carpathh have launched offen- 
sive movements at four separate points 
along the front. 

“But,” the statement says, “the Teu- 
ton offenaives have been checked with 
heavy losses to the enemy. 

“A terrific battle has been raging 
since Sunday with alternating success 
on the eastern bank of the Donajec 
River, in Galicia. It is progressing still 
with unabated fury.” 

“Efforts of the enemy to cross the 
Nida River,” continues the statement, 
“were repulsed with heavy losses.” 

The ofMfcial announcement, however, 
admits the Austro-Germans crossed the 
Donajec River without serious opposi- 
tion from the Slav forces, because the 
Russians had picked the ground to the 
east for & test of strength. The Austro- 
German forces are at a great disadvan- 
tage because of the position now oceu- 
pied, its statement adds. :

WOUNDED MEN 
THLL OF FIGHT 


Famous Charge -of Highland- 
ers Against Fortified Posi- 
tion—Heroism in Recapture 
of Canadian Guns, 


LONDON, May 5.—(By,F. A. Mac- 
kenzie)—Taies: of ‘the great battle as 
told. by Canadian wounded ‘now lying 
in English hospitals, present one great 
fantastic picture of days of almost 
delirious excitement, of men In the open 
moving forward without shelter, digging 
themselves in under fire of an almost 
ceaseless rain of shells from field and 
heavy artillery; of narrow escapes and 
splendid gallantry. 

Every man has some tale to tell of the 
bravery of his comrades, but is silent 
concerning his own. One shows a 
dented, twisted cartridge case which 
waved his Nfe by deflecting a fragment 
of a shell; another shows a jack knife he 
carried, smashed by a bullet. 

It is evident that despite the utmost 
endeavors of their comrades, . the 
wounded suffered terribly. Many had to 
Me from twenty-four to thirty-six hours 
on the field before aid reached them. 
One lad told how, after lying thirty 
howrs, Knocked out by gas and with a 
big shrapnel wound, he made his way 
four miles, crawling and dragging him- 
self along the ground until the doctor 
met him and had him taken to the base. 
There is no complaining. Kveryone 
recognizes this is inevitable in war, 
but It helps us realize what our boys 
endured. ,

WELLS POISONED 
DY BEATEN POE 


Admission Is Made by German 
Commander in Southwest 
Africa... That... Barbarous 
Methods Were Adopted, 


_— 


LONDON, May 5.—In support of 
charges that the Germans had poisoned 
wells in Southwest Africa, Mr. Lewis 
Harcourt, Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, tonight issued a communica- 
tion in which he says that when Gen. 
Louis Botha, commander of the Union 
of South Africa forces, occupied 
Swakopmund he found that six wells 
had been poisoned by arsenical cattle 
wash. <As & fremonstrance, General 
Botha sent @ communication to Col. 
Francke, commander of the German 
forces. This elicited a response, ac- 
cording to the statement of Mr. Har- 
court, that the German troops had been 
given orders, “if they possibly can pre- 
vent it, not to allow any water to fall 
into the hands of the enemy in a form 
which allows it to be used for man or 
beast.” 

When Swakopmund was cvacuated, 
the reply of Col. Francke continued, the 
officer in charge had several bags‘ of 
cooking salt thrown into the wells, but 
4 was found that this “could in @ short 
time be rendered. ineffective,” 

Thereafter, Col. Francke's letter said, 
“we used the copper dip, and found that 
by using this material an enemy occupy- 


to rely on water from elsewhere,” 

The communication says that despite 
General Botha's protest, the practice 
continues. A message sald to have been 
received from Captain Krueger, of the 
German troops, intercepted March 22, is 
quoted in the communication ag saying: 

“The patrol at Gabib has been in- 
structed thoroughly to infect with dis- 
ease the Ida mine. Approach Swakop 
and the Ida mine with caution. Dof't 
water there any more.” 

Since their evacuation of Aus, Warm- 
bad and other places, General Botha 
says in a@ letter, “the German troops 
have consistently poisoned all wells 
along the railway line in their retreat.” 


TRAWLERS PREY 
OF SUBMARINES 


Fifteen in All Have Been Sunk 
by German Pirates Since 

. Sunday—Undersea Boat of 
New Type, 


LONDON, May 6.—To the nine traw- 
fers, the sinking of which by German 
submarines was reported today, an- 
other victim was added tontght. A 
Norwegian steainer landed this evening 
the crew of trawler Sceptre, which was 
torpedoed forty miles off Peterhead, 

This brings the total number of traw- 
ler victims of German underwater boats 
since Sunday up to fifteen. The sub- 
marines seem to be making a deter- 
mined effort to prevent England from 
Procuring fish im the North sea.

this. The German and Austrian peo-

seek to stiffen public opinion by ex-

Wherever in the 
four corners of the carth there are 
British people there will be @ respon- 
sive echo to the dictum that Premier 
Axquith’ has Isid down as & guiding 
policy for Britain at war. It dees not. 
matter, what foul tactics may be adopt- 
ed by the enemy, the British Nevy and 
the British Army will continue to 
“play the game.” To win the respect 
of future generations it is not sufficient 
to emerge victoriously from the present 
war, The conduct of those who fought 
and died for the Empire must not be 
besmirchea by any deed which is con- 
trary to the recognized rules of wer- 
fare. Our national respect must be 
maintained. If we adopted the tactics 
of the enemy we should cease to respect 
ourselves and the prestige we enjoy in 
the eyes of the world would appreciably 
decline. , 
There are some who say that the 
Germans should be fought with their 
own weapons, and that because they 
have resorted to the use of asphyzxiating 
gases the War Office should sanction the 
employment of a similar process as @ 
prelude to an attack in the open. In the 
heat of resentment, occasioned when 
this device was first employed, It is per- 
haps only natural that the thought 
whould pass through the mind that in 
fighting barbarous opponents barbarous 
means should be used and retaliation in 
Mind should be the watchword of the 
hour. If there are any who have 
thought in this way the words of Mr.

To whom it may concern: 
In a pamphlet issued by Mr. Moses B. 
Cotsworth, the following paragraph 
occurs: 
“In 1904 and 1906, two pulp leases at 
Quatsino, covering $5,669 acres, and 
about 25,000 horse-power water records, 
were secured by a Victoria ‘syndicate, 
headed by Mr. C. H. Lugrin, editor of 
Yhe Daily Colonist. These have been 
held by different ‘promoters’ and com- 
punies for about ten years, though the 
legal conditions have never /béen ful- 
filled, They are now estimated as 
worth $4,500,000 to pulp makers, ox~- 
clusive of royalties. In 1908 Mr. 
grin and his friends received about 
$50,000 for these concessions by trans- 
ferring them to W,. Greely Kolts, an 
American exploiter. They got about 
$1.44 per acre, while the British Colum- 
bia treasury was supposed to get a 
cents (three years’ rental), Kolts, in 
1009, transferred them to the Western 
Canada Pulp & Paper Company, getting 
$1,500 cash, $100,000 in shares, and 
$30,000 commission for the ‘deal’! 
Another paragraph also refers to 
these leases, but as. the statements 
Made therein do not concern me per- 
svunally, and as I have no knowledge in 
regard to them, I do not quote it. The 
object of the paragraph quoted is to 
create the impression that the McBride 
administration granted certan rights to 
me and my associates because I was 
ecitor of The Colonist, and that after 
the concessions had been obtained, my 
associates and I endeavored to dispose 
of them to “promoters,” and finally suc- 
cocded in doing #0, meanwhile paying 
no rental to the Government. This is 
el) absolutely false, as the records of 
the Lands Department will show. Any- 
one who may feel interested in the mat- 
ter need take neither my word nor Mr. 
Cotaworth’s. He has only to ask the 
Lands Department to let him see the 
correspondence on file. I shall briefly 
state the facts of the case, as far as 
is necessary to show the falsity of Mr.

Hewitt for the erection of the mill, for 
which he waa to receive @ certain pro- 
portion of the capital stock. After con- 
siderable correspondence, an agreement 
was reached with Mr. W. C. Wells, then 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works, on October 20, 1902, and on 
October 30, 1902, the reservation was 
gazetted, Opposition developed, and be- 
cause of it, and of some uncertainty an 
to the meaning of certain sections of 
the Pulp Act, Mr. Hewitt asked to be 
relieved of his contract, and the com- 
pany was obliged to consent.

In the large towns, such as Ban- 
gor, Liandudno, Colwyn Bay, St. Asaph, 
the cathedrals and churches are such 
as would cause the readers of Mr. Wil- 
lames’ remarks to wonder where he had 
hunted up this tumbled down house of 
prayer—being a Welshman myself, I 
am very imaginative.

IN STATE OF WAR 


Mr, J, M. Dent, London Pub- 
lisher, Guest Yesterday at 
Luncheon Under ‘Auspices 
of Canadian Club, 


“England in Wartime” might well 
have been the title of the address deliv- 
ered yesterday at the Canadian Club 
luncheon at the Empress Hotel by Mr. 
J.-M. Dent, of London, Mr. M. B. Jack- 
son, president of the club, presided. 

At the outset of his remarks Mr. 
Dent said that he had spent some weeks 
in the United States and Canada, and 
while h 4s much Pressed with the 
immensity of the country, his visit to 
the West had been a real revelation— 
it was a veritable garden, and Victoria 
® land of enchantment to an English- 
man. Here he felt very much at home, 
noticing as he did the same flora and 
Tauna. But there were also manifest 
here the same anxiety, the same suffer- 
ing and the same hopes as in Eng- 
jand, and, he hoped, there would also 
be the same joys at the triumph of 
right over might. 

His visit to Canada had really been 
in the nature of an Arabian Nights’ en- 
tertainment. He was amazed to find 
such splendid bulldings in towns and 
cities so newly hewn out of the wilder- 
ness. This led to the further wonder- 
ment of what would be the future de- 
Velopment of these places which had 
already achieved so much. 

In respect to the position of England 
during the war, he had viewed it from 
the Inside, #0 to speak; and he, could 
testify that the people of the United 
Kingdom were united In one great, solid 
and holy resolution to yietoriously 4 
overcome the present terrible evil which 
threatened the Empire and ahe Nberty 
of the world. 

He recalled having visited Balliol 
College, Oxford, and having seen thowe 
great halls turned into billets for sol- 
diers, only one-third of the men fer- 
istered at Oxford were absent from mil- 
itary duty: it was the same at Cam- 
bridge. The felds of England had been 
turned Into hospitals, where the wound- 
ed were getting the best treatment that 
medica) science could give. All through 
Englandé the ordinarily quiet hamlets 
Were full of billetedesoldiers; and not- 
withstanding that 40,060 per week were 
leaving for the front, soldiers still 
filled all the villages and towns, and It 
seemed ax though the supply was in- 
exhaustible. 

He was rendered additionally sad at 
the immensity of the conflict, inasmuch 
an hin visit here synchronized with the 
reception of the news that so many 
eniiant Canadians had fallen in at- 
tle. But they had died gloriously. “We 
are not fighting Germany; in thin task 
the Empire and her allies are fighting 


a principle. This, I believe la the sen- 
timent of the higher minds !n England 
today.” 

Mr. Dent said that he was told over 


men at the front, who had suffered urti- 
told hardships. Even the wounded 
Were anxious te get. hetter so as to 
ket back into action again. The war 
Was exercising a great purifying influ- 
ence on mankind. It was to be hoped 
that this woald prove to he the case, 
for the world stiould be @ better world 
when this war wan over. The Germans, 
he regretted to say, had demonstrated 
that.they represented all that was evil 
in human nature

Mr. R. F, Green, M. P., Says 
Aggressive Tactics of Lib- 
erals Render Position of 
Ministry Almost Intolerable. 


Mr. R. F, Green, M. P. yesterday cor- 
roborated preas reports from Ottawa 
denying the statement given wide 
circulation ‘that the Hon. C. J. Doherty, 
Minister of Justice, had stated in a 
speech at Sherbrooke, Quebec, that the 
Governor-General bad refused to dis- 
delve Parliament. 

Mr, Doherty has issued a statement 
tn which he says that he did not ad- 
Gress any public meeting at Sher- 
brooke, as alleged. He fad spoken to 
friends, both in French and Bnglish, 
but he did not make any such state- 
ment as is attributed to him. 
~Mr. Green, while having no Informa- 
tion as to whether the Government has 
decided on an early appeal to the 
electorate, is of the opinion that the 
situation at Ottawa gnd throughout the 
country in respect to organized partizan 
attacks upon the Government by the 
Liberals has assumed such aggravated 
form as to render almost intolerable the 
position of the Ministry, which finds ‘it- 
self hampered wherever it turns, at a 
time when it should be devoting its- 
whole strength to the tremendous tasks 
which arise from Canada being in a 
state of war. ‘ 

Idberals Broke the Truce 

It is an open secret that before the 
outbreak of war the Prime Minister had 
determined to submit his record to the 
judgmept of the electorate last Autumn. 
With ghis in view, he had arranged an 
early tour of the Western Provinces, as 
during the campaign his presence would 
be required in Eastern Canada. In 
View of the attitude of the Liberal 
Jeadera_at the war session in August, 
and having regard tp great pressure of

Mrs. C, Williams Passed Away 
Yesterday After Long Resi- 
dence in Victoria—Husband 
Was Speaker of Legislature. 


Anether of Victoria's pioneers, in the 


friends among the old-timers, by whom 
the mews of her demise has been re- 
celved with sincere regret. 

Mrs. Williams was a native of Corn- 


young girl. In 1862 she married Mr. 
Williams in New York, and after a 
short time they went to California. 
After residing there for a year or so 
Mr, Williams was attracted to Vancou- 
ver Island. He and his wife arrived 
in Victoria about 1855, and shortly after 
Mr. Williams established a club for the 
naval forces at Esquimalt.
